Jeremiah Myers, ar- 
raigned for the murder of Tunis Cole, who pleaded not guilty, is to 
be tried on Saturday next. A/ter allowing this adjournment, the

The Court proceeded to the trislof Mina. On the part of the 
prisoner 19 jurors were peremptorily ehallenged ; two were excu- 
sed from havéag conecientious scruples against the punishment of

And whenever a man 
has deserved wel! of his country, it becomes the duty of every editor 
of a public journal to award to him a just and frank expression of 
honest approbation; whilst on the other hand, it is his bounden duty 
to ridicule the follies and expose to contempt the vices of those who 
are unworthy aspirants for public favor. ‘The spirit of adulation 
debases the human character, but the truth elevates it to its origi- 
nal purity and dignity. The history of the world from its creation 
to the present day, has developed the obligation which society is 
under to itself, to bestow its honors, dignities, employments and 
places of trust, upon men of tried integrity, approved ability, and 
pure and unimpeachable virtue, no matter what form of government 


obigarchy, or a democracy. Nggovernment has ever existed which 
has ensured to its citizens so greata share of power and so inuch 
happiness as that under which it is the good fortune of the people 
of this Union to live. No government has ever united so much de- 
votion on the part of the people for its institotions, and so much of 
the popular desire for its perpetuity. And the reason is, that no 
government has ever been so completely the offspring of the will of 
the people, or so entirely under the control of the popular voice.— 
Indeed, it is upon these two great props thatthe whole govern- 
mental fabric rests. It is true that for some time past the whole 
nation has been distracted by the violence of party strife, and the 
merit of each individual has been estimated by the party to which 
he belonged, rather by the naise of his clamor than the purity of his 
motives or the exteatof his capacity. But time and reason are 
again bringing things totheir proper station. Vartizans and dema- 
gogues can no Jonger control the tide of public opinion, and the 
people are rapidly returning to the good old rule of thinking and 
speaking of public men and public measures as they deserve to be 
thought and spoken of. The fact is, that a crisis has arrived when 
the liberty—nay, the destiny of the American people depends up- 
on the exercise of the high prerogative of thinking and acting for 
themselves—this they will do ; and in doing this, they will put un- 
der the ban of proscription the ambitious aspirations of political de- 
magogues, ho matter to what party they have attached themselves. 
By the peculiar organization of our government, the office of Vice 
President is, ia my humble opinion, decidedly the most important 
station which any cit'zen can be called upon to fill, the Presidency 
itself not excepted. The powers delegated tothe Presideat are 
specific in their nature and substantive in their character ; they 
cannot be altered, increased, or diminished by the eccurrence of 
any circumstance within the pale of human possibility. Not so with 
the Vice Presidency. The ordinary functions of his office require

Imneevent of a tie in the 
Senate the Vice President is entitled to the casting vote—and this 
authority may, perchance, place the whole pdicy of the government 
under his individual contro]; so thatin thesvent of the two great 
pirties which I fear will always divide this Union, being equa'ly di- 
vided in the Senate, ii is entirely within thepower of the Vice Pre- 
sident either to pass or reject any bill whth may come from the 
House of Representatives, to counteract gay measure which may 
originate in the Senate, or to reject any nonination which may be 
made by the President ; and, in add::ion p this wild field of pos- 
sible, yea, very probable power, the same min with all this autha- 
rity in a co-ordinate branch of the governmed, becomes, in the cuse 
of the death of the President, ipso facto, Iresident, clothed with 
plenary pewers as President, and having ander his control the 
whole executive department of the govenment, its power, its 
wealth, and its immense patronage. ‘ 

It is upon this ground, I venture the assetion that the office or 
Vice President isthe most important underthe government of tie 
United States, and should be entrusted to no man but one of the 
purest character —a man of wise and prudeat moderation, of firin 
and inflexible honesty— who is well versed n all the affairs of the 
nation from a long and intimate, and familar intercourse with all 
the departments of the government—whios¢ business qualifications 
fit him either forthe discharge of legislative or executive business 
—and whose mild and amiable disposition js calculated to conciliate 
the various and discordant .intorests of this widely extended nation.

CASE OF MINA. 
DOYLESTOWN, April 27.—The Court was occupied all day on 
| Wednesd1y, and a considerable portion of Thursday, in hearing evi 
| dence on behalf of the Commonwealth. 
| the forenoon of this day are devoted to the summing up.§ 
| ‘The evidence has established the fact of an adulterous intercourse 
between Mina and Mrs. Chapman—that Mina purchased two oun- 
ces of arsenic in Phiiadelphia on 16th June—that Mr. Chapman be 


| came unwell the next day, but had nearly recovered on the 2Ist; | 


|when Mrs. Chapman carried up to him eome sovp, prepared 
_under her ingpection, and first brought into a parlour where Mina 

was, then carried to the sick man who partook of it, and immed: 
"ately became worse ; his illness increased to his death, which took 
place about 5 o’clock on the morning of the 234; he was buried on 
the 24th June, and on the Sth July, Minaand Mrs. Chapman were 
married in New York. 

It was shown that the remains of the soup, of which Mr. Chapman 


whch drank near the stream on that day, were observed te drop 
dead in the road immediately after they had left the yard. Immedi- 
| ately after death the body pessessed an unusual rigidity; when it 
_was opened three months afterwards, it firmly resisted the knife ; 
| the stomach and gullet were violently inflamed, while the intestines 
were free from inflammation, and the chemical tests, although unsa- 
| tisfactory, gave good reason to believe that arsenic had been in that 
part of the stomach to which they were applied. The symptoms 
before death were coldness at the extremities, burning pain in the 
stomach, endeavors to vomit, and weakness of the pulse; the large 
vein which supplics the liver was empty when the body was opened. 

In reply, it was shown on the part of the defence, by the cross cx- 
amination of the witnesses for the prosecution, that the pain in the 
stomach, the weakness of ‘the pulse, the coldness of the extremities, 
and the desire to voit, are all symptoms of cholera morbug, as is 
also the inflammation of the stomach. The chemical tests ought 
not, the counsel said, to be relied on ; and the rigidity of the body 
is sometimes observed after cases of natural death.” The dryness of 
the body it was sndeavored to account for by the depth of the grave 
and the nature of the sil. ; 

Un behalf of the prosecution, the authorities were quoted to show 
that, although inflammation does exist in the stomach in cholera 
morbus, yet that must extend to the intestines, and in all the cases 
of that disease known here, the large vein is foutid filled with blood. 

Another branch of the evidence relied on by the counsel on be- 
half of the Commonwealth, was the fact that Mina and Mrs. Chap- 
man had lived in adulterous intercourse while Mr. Chapman lived ; 
, and that he had confessed to High Constable Blaney the fact that 
Mrs. Chapman had put the poison in the soup without his knowl- 


edge. 

ive counsel for the defendant objected to the admission of this 
testimony, and the court allowed the question to rest with the jury, 
to decice whether this eonfession was obtained under circumstan- 
ces which ought to exclude it.—DPennsylzania Inguérer.

passengers and hands on board was about two hundred; and that 
out of the whole there were but seventy-five saved. 

The accounts given by the passengers of the number on board vary 
—some say 200, others 230; but all agree thatthe number found 
living upon the island, was 75. Nine women were lost, six of whom 
were black servants.

LATEST FROM FRANCE. 

Tho ship Fama arrived last evening from tlavre, haviag left that 
norton the 2d ult. Capt. Windsor has favored us with papers of 
that plaew to the Sist, and Paris papers to the 30i:h March, in- 
clusive, ‘ 

There appears to be no doubt that the Al ied Powers: are deter- 
mined on an amicable settlement of tho affairs of Holland and Bel- 
gium The funds, both in France and England, continue to ad- 
vance, which is a sure criterion that the peace of Europe will not 
soon be disturbed. 

An important discussion took place in the Chamber o° Deputies 
on the 29h, on the subject of the Corn Laws, in which the law 
prohibiting the importation of Corn and Flour was abolished. It 
was ascertained that the average, which would be published onthe 
Ast of April, would admit the importation of Corn into Marseilles 
and all the ports of the Mediterrnaean. 

There is no cenfirmetion of the raport that Madeira had been 
captured by Don Pedro. 

The Cholera Morbus has appeared at Paris, but at last cecounts 
had attacked only the lowest class of citiacns. Jt is said that one 
case had occurred at Calais. 

t is said there will not be more than five days interval between 
the two sessions. In that case, we suspect there will be few pre- 
sent to deliberate, as they all seem disposed to desert, either on ac- 
count of the lassitude of affairs, or for fear of the Cholera. 

The Brussels papers of the 29th March, say that by acourier at 
the Hague from London, the Dutch government is informed by its 
Minister at London, that the conference will not admit the modifi- 
cation which King William desires in the treaty of Nov. 15th, and 
that the representatives of England and France demanded, in the 
most positive manner, the ratification of that treaty by Rvesia, 
Austria, and Prossia, asa prelimmary toe negotiations on any other 
subject. By the same courier the English Minister received orders 
from his government to represent that the pretensious of King 
William cannot be complied with, and that the governments o! 
France and England feel their honor compromised by sc long delay. 

CHOLERA IN PARIS. 

Hanis, March 30, eight o'clock in the morning.—In the last three 
days 58 patients have been carried to the Cholera Hospital, 15 of 
whom are since dead. Besides these, 8 deaths have occurred in 
different parts of the city, viz: Lin St. Antoine street, Lin St. Jean 
arcade, 1 in Calandre street, 2 in Beau--egard, 1 in Haut Matin, in 
Nazarine, and in des Jardins. 

The number of cases in private houses is not yet ascertained. 
Nearly all who have been attacked belong to the lower ranks of so- 





eiety, and live in confined and crowded, and consequently unhealthy | 


places. 

This morning the Diligenges are filled with timid people, who gre 
leaving the capital to seek for safety in the Provinces which the 
Cholera has not visited.

Several gentleman spoke in reply to these ultra polite people» 
and John Q. Adams, in an able and cloquent speech, exposed the

The Great Wall of China.—** But the most stupendous work of 
this country is the great wall that divides it from Northern Tartary.

sed must, if the fact of the purchase had not been made 
public, have been one of the most powerful means of ena- 
bling the Bank to wield its dangerous power. We shall 
have occasion to speak of this report in some detail : for 
the present we can only say, in the language of the editor 
ofthe Standard, ** it has come to sink to irretrievable infa- 
my, James Watson Webb and M. M. Noau of the Courier 
and Enquirer—it has come to blast the high reputation of 
Mr. Bippve, the president of the Bank—it has come to de- 
stroy all hope of arenewel of the charter of the greatest 
monied corporation of the world,” and we trust that it has 
come to convince the people of the dangerous and oppres- 
sive tendency of Banking Institutions generally. 

The Resolution under which that Committee acted, isin 
the following words: 

Resolved, That a select committee be appointed to inspect the 
books, and to examine into the proceedings of the Bank of the Uni 
ted States, to report thereon, and toreport whether the provisions 
of its charter have been violated or not; that the said committee 
mect in the city of Philadelphia, and shal! make their fina! report 
on or before the twenty-first day of April next ; that they shall have 
power to send for persons and papers, and to employ the requisite 
clerks, the expense of which shall be audited and allowed by the 


Committee of Accounts, and paid out of the contingent fund of the 
House. 

As that portion of the report referring to the alleged cor- 
ruption of the press, is the most directly interesting to read- 
ers generally, we publish below all that relates to a news- 
paper of this city. 

It has been repeatedly alleged that tho bank had employed its 
funds for the purpose of subsidizing the press, and the charge was 
reiterated during the debate upon the resolution authorizing this in- 
quiry. Tha attention of rour committee was particularly drawn to 
this subject, at an early period of their examination, by a communi- 
cation from an editor ofa New York paper, who had been eccused to 
a member of the committee, through the president of the bank.— 
The evidesce relating to this ease will be found in papers marked 8 
and 9, and 1n which are presented the followiug facts :—On the 26th 
of March, 1831, a Mr. Silas E. Burrows applied to the president of 
the bank, and informed him, to use the language of the president, 
that ** he was desirous of befriending Mr. Noah, and assisting him 
in the purchase of a share in a newspaper; and he asked ifthe bank 
would discount the notes of these parties, adding that, althoughas 
a merchant he did not wish to appear as a borrower, orto put his 
name on paper not mercantile, yct he would, at any time, do so, 
whenever it might be necessary to secure the bank. I do not re 
collect (says the witness) whether ho then mentioned the time 
which the notes would havetorun. The committee being autho- 
rized to discount any paper the security of which they might ap- 
prove,agreed to do them. As Mr. Burrows was goiug ovt of 
town, I (the president and witness) gave him the money out of my 
own funds, and the notes were afterwards put in my possession.— 
They remained with me along time, as I had vo occasion to use 
th - funds, nor was it till the close of the year that my attention was 


| called tu them by the circumstanee that s new board of directors 


and a new coinmittec of exchange would be appvinted: the same 
committee which made the loan should consummate it. J had seen, 
also, in the public prints, many reproaches against the bank for 
lending money to printers and editors, and I was unwilling that any 
loan made by the bank should seem to be a private loan from one of 
its officers. Haviag no use forthe money, it wovld have been per 
feetly convenient to let the loan remain as it was, but I thought it 
right that every thinf#done by the bank should always be distinct! y 
known and avowed, and, therefore, gave the notes to the chairman 
of the committee, Mr. Thomas P. Cope, who entered them on the 
hooks*?_ This is the aceon ieee hy the neneid-w« bi-~-t¢-0 who 
transaction in its origin sy e money, $15 000, was advanced on 
the 25th of March, the notes bear date on the Ist of April thereafter, 
and were ten in number for fifteen hurdred dollars each, with the 
interest added on as they respectively became due, which was on 
the Ist of April and October of the years 1832, °33, ’34, 35’ 36, and 
amounted, with the interest thus added, to $17,975. At the time 
they were entered on the beoks of the bank, on the 2d of January 
last, the president received the money forthem. These notes were 
placed on the books of the bank at this time, and it will be seen on 
the 2d of March they were withdrawn, as will appear hereafter. On 


i the 9th of August last, after the foregoing transaction had taken 


place, J. W. Webb and M. M. Noah made an application to the 
bank fur a loan of twenty thousand dollars, preg ong by a 
letter froma gentleman formerly a director of the Bank of the 
United States, to the president of the bank, in the following words : 
‘* [cheerfully forward the enolosed as requesetd.—I see no reason 
against this application being treated as a fair business transac- 
tion.” This was accompanied with sundry letters of Webb and 
Noah, and the depositions of persons in their service as to their 
solvency and ability to pay the Joans requested, all of which will 
be found marked No. 9. This loan, at six months, was granted, 
with no other security but that which is just mentioned, the largest 
loan made onthat day. On the 16th of December following, ano 
ther application was made, by these same parties, for a loan of $15,- 
000, which was granted, for six months, by the exchange committee, 
without any additional security or recommendation. At thistime, 
there was a considerable pressure in the money market, and many 
notes of the citizens of Philadelphia were rejected. It was ove 
amomg the largest loans of the day. ‘These loans, together with the 
loan made in March to Burrows, amounted to the sum of $52,975, 
which consisted of notes drawn and endorsed by the editors only. 

The committee will now submit the facts in relation to the man- 
ner in which this loan has been disposed of, first premising that the 
resolution for inquiring into the affairs ofthe bank was introduced 
into the House oa orabout the 17th of February. The lean of Au- 
gust was reduced $2,000 at its maturity, on the 10th of February 
last. On the 24.0f March last, Mr. Silas E. Burrows obtuinad from 
the exchange committee discounts to the amount of thirty two 
thousand four hundred and forty-six dollars, being the largest sum 
leescd on inat day, and while many ofthe notes of citizens of Phi- 
ladelphia were rejecica. ‘hat the notes for $17,975, nayable in 
1932, 33, 34, °35 and °36, were paid and withdrawn by him on tho 
2nd of March, withoutthe knowledge of Webb and Noah, as they 
state. Onthe 14thofthe same month, Burrows obtained another 
discount from the Bank of $14,150, and on the 15th of the same 
monththe noteof Webb and Noah for $15,000, loaned them on the 
16th of December previously, and not due till June next, was paid 
off by twe drafts from Webb, obtained at the United States Branch 
Bank at Now York, accompanied with the following remarks, con- 
tained ina letter tothe president of the bank, dated New York, 
March 11th, 1832, and foundin No. 9, viz: ** Although the loans to 
us by the Bank of the United States, are purely of a Lusiness char.

This, 1t is not only our duty, but 
our desire, to prevent if possible ; and, therefore, with some little 
inconvenience to ourse!ves, we have made arrangemeots to pay the 
note of $15,000 in the course ofa few days.” | } 

The evidenée of the president of the bank explains the character 
of these various leans, and the circumstances which induced him to 
be satisfied with the seeurity, and to make these advances, which, 
tegether with all the a and correspondence on this subject, 
will lg found in the papers 1farked No. 9. ’ 

In that evidence tt is stated, by the testimony of Webb and Noah, 
that they knew nothing of the first 15,000 dollar loan made by the 
president of the bank to Burrows ; that Burrows made them be- 
lieve the $15,000 were loaned to Noah by his father, and that he had 
his father present to carry on that transaction, and for which loan 
Noah allowed Burrows 2} per ceot. and did not receive it at all for 
some months after giving his notes; that the notes were discounted 
by the bank in their names, without their knowledge, and paid off in 
the same way. It will appear by the testimony of Mr. Webb, that 
the paper of which he is the, editor, made two publications in the 
latter part of 1829, favorable to the establishment of branches ; that 
shortly thereafter it commenced its opposition to the bank, and was, 
for sixteen months, warmly opposed toit ; and that, on or about the 
8th of April, 1831, it changed its ceurse in favor of the Yank. Con- 
nected with this fact, is an admission on the part of onc of the edi- 
tors, that before the first loan was negotiated, he held a conversa- 
tion with a gentloman, through whom the loan was then negotia- 
ting, (whom the committee know to be Burrows, in which he, Bur- 
rows, urged the editors, one of whom, Webb, had expressed him- 
self in favor of a modified recharter,) to advocate an unconditional 
renewal, * butexpressed great satisfaction in Icarning that [one] 
was in favor of acharter under any circumstances.” ° 

The committee will state they were anxious to obtain the testi- 
mony of Burrows, but were unable to doit. A subpena was issued 
for him and sent to New York, to which the Marshal returned he 
was not to be found.

Mr. Editor,—Nothing is more common than for writers on_politi- 
cal economy to mistake the effect of political measures ; and the 
author of the present articlo in what he is going to sav, may be as 
liable to this mistake as most others. He ventures, however, to call 
in question the correctness of an essayon the effect of taxation in 
producing pauperism in a late number of the Sunday Reporter, and 
ofurs his views of some of the errors of that essay to the editor of 
that paper, that he may rev'se his own opinions, end, if he fiuds 
them erroneous, rectify them. 


In the first ples, I take it, that panperism is one vf the primitive 
and principal elements of all governments upon the face of the 


earth! Let not the reader startle at the idea ; for it is most indis- 
patably true,and as such, I think I shall clearly show it in very few 
words. Weall know what the law of inheritance is. We all un- 
derstand what is meant by hereditary property. And we all know 
that all property now existing upon tho face of the earth has de- 
scended into the possession of those who now pretend to own it, 
from their predecessors in existence. The principle, through all 
time, has prevailed, that the generation which preceded another, 
determined for this other, how few should be the number of those 
who should and how great should be the number of those who 


leave behind them. At least such has been the practice of all go- 
vernments from thoge periods of time at which land was first held 
as private orindividual pruperty. Vhusin England, to take an in- 
stance likely to be very familiar to Mr. Vale, in the reign of Wil- 
liam the Conqueror, nearly the whole soil of England was given to 
tion having nothing. Now, Task, what were this remaining popu- 
latiom—supposing them not to be viliains, as the ancient term was, 
or personal vassals—what werethey,I ask, but paunere? In the 
eye of the law, could they be any thing else? Most certain!y not. 
For, not a single manof these Barons was under any legal obliga. 
tion for one hour to employ or otherwise give them support or sub- 
sistence. Andsuch precisely in this as well as in every other coun- 
of inherifance does not give an ownership in the soil of the State. 
He is, emphatically, a pauper ; as much so, whon, of his own righ, 
he has nothirg on which to sustain him in comfort and happiness, 
as when from sickness or misfortune he is in the same situation. 

So much forthe origin of pauperism. As to the cause of the in 
crease of pauperism, after it has once had a beginning, any thing 
will increase it, which makes the number of propety holders less, 
and, of course, the number of the non property-holders greater. 
And any thing which increases the number of property-holders, and 
diminishes the number of those who possess none, will diminish 
pauperism ; so that pauperism willentirely disappear when all shal 
be property holders, and, as near as may be, of equal amount. 

Mr. Vale, if I understand him, thinks, as society now is, that tax- 
es, especially those he calls use'+ss, add to the miseries of the poor 
laboring men. But Jet ussee. Suppose all the articles which the 
poor now consume in England to be taxed in such a manner that 
half their selling price is tax: Would it follow that by taking off 
this tax, the poor man could buy twice as much? I think not; for, 
in order to do this, his wages must be kept up. But whoever heard, 
that when, generally and permanently, a laboring man’s subsistence 
was reduced to one half its former cest, his wages did not fall pre- 
cisely in the same ratio? And yet if they did, Mr. Vale, [ think, 
would find that he would render no serviceto the laboring classes 
by abolishing taxes. There must be some other remedy resorted 
to, before he could do them any good. 

Again: Taxes to-day, througheut the world, are as they are. 
Suppose, to morrow and henceforward for a long continued term of 
time, they were, forcibly and arbitrarily 1f the reader pleases, tais- 
ed to and maintained at, ten times their present amount. Does not 
Mr. Vale, doesnot every reader see that the prices of labor would, 
every thing else remaining the same, be augmented in exactly the 
same ratio? Where, then, in tie case before us, would be the inju- 
ry to the man of labor? He would have eight or ten times as much 
tax to pry, and the same labor would yield him eight or ten times 
as Much to pay it with. At least, soit seems to me. 

The cause; the real cause of the increase of distress of the labor- 
ing classes, in all countries, I take ‘t, is, the constant tendency of 
great wealth to attract all smaller wealth, as well as human labor, 
to itself, and thus to make greater the number of the dependant 
poor, thereby greatly increasing the intensity ofeompetition among 
them, and diminishing :t tho same t.me the nunber of the wealthy. 
[ ask, therefore, of Mr. Vale, the republication of this article in his 
journal, and such remarks thereon as he may taink proper to give.

Stanberry, in his place, to retract the said indignity, and disrespect, 
whieh he has offered, by an apology to this House; and that he be 
reprimanded by the Speaker ” 

Mr. Ashley said, in offering this reeolution he was not actuated 
by any unkind feeling toward the gentleman from Qhio, nor by any 
prejudice against this unfortunate trial. He offered it as an act of 
duty to the character ofa Senator from the State he represented, 
who had been insulted inthe face of the House—due rot only to 
tSe character of that gentleman, but to that ofthe State, which 
that gentleman represented inthe other branch of the legislature— 

Here Mr. Ashley was interrupted by Mr. Taylor, who called for 
the question whether,the tlouse would now consider the resolution.

forehead to the chin, nine inches; and of the skin attached to the 
foot, from the line of its separstion from the bedy to the heel, 
eight inches.

The measurements were made by Dr. Abel himself Thus we 
have one foot eight inches and a half to be added tothe five feet 
ten inches, in order to approximate his real stature, which would 
make seven feet six inehes and a half: and allowing the six 
inches and w half fer the shortening that would result from 
the folding of the skin over the shoulders, the height would 
then be full seven feet. ‘This is the greatest ascertained 
height of any tail-less monkey mentioned in the several notices 
which Dr. Abel collected from different writers on man-!:ke apes. 

The skin itself was of a dark leaden color; the hair a brownish 
red, shazgy, and long over the shoulders and flinks. 

Dr. Abel remarked, that of the small animals more particularly 
known tn Eurone, under the designation of orang-outang. one was 
an inhabitant of Africa, and the other of the east. Several living 
specimers of both have been seen in Europe, but all were of small 
stature, and very young, never excceding three feet in he ight, oras 
many years of age. These animals were long considered as varie- 
ties of the same species, although in point of fact they are very 
distinctly separated by external character and anatomical distine- 
tions. The African animal being always black with large ears, the 
eastern specimens as invariably having reddish brown hair, and 
very-small ears ; the former are also unprovided with sacs commn- 
nicating with the wind-pipe, which are always found in the latter. 








Highly important to Settlers on the Choctaw Lands —A letter 
from the Choctaw Agency in the State of Mississippi, addressed to 
a gentleman in this city, under date of April 8th, states that 

* An order has just reached the agency, ordéring all the white 
peeple out of the Choctaw nation, and advising the approach of 
troops up the Yazoo to enforce the order.” 

It is estimated that from seven to eight hundred and perhaps a 
thousand families from Alabama, South Carolina, Georgia, and oth- 
er states, have removed into the nation since the negotiation of the 
Choctaw treaty, and have commenced cultivating the lands under 
the expectation of acquiring titles when they shall be brought into 
market. Ifthe order of the Goodretuient is enforced, it wil! occa 
sion the most disastrous loss and distress to these emigrants. It 
will be recollected, however, that by the provisions of the treaty it 
is stipulated that no white persons shall be pre mitted to enter upon 
any of the lands fora perion of three years from the date of the ne- 
gotiation, and the settlers ought to have been aware that it would 
become the duty ofthe Government. to remove them—at any rate, 
should the Indians require it. It is understood that many of the 
Indians have encovraged the settling of the whites among them, as 
it afforded them the opportunity of disposing of their effects to ad- 
vantage. We cannot but indulge the hope that some comproin se 
may be effected, that will protect the emigrants from the utter ruin 
that must await their expulsion.—.Mobile Register.
